that flock to towns for work. Next, the foreign tobacconiets urge that if the 
import duty should be maintained, there should also be a corresponding excise 
duty on tobacco used in Indian tobacco factories. The Englishman says that 
the Government of India will never tax Indian tobacco. Still it ought to be 
said by us that any duty on Indian tobacco will be universally and strenuously 
opposed in India. India was not created for the benefit of foreign traders. 
Indian industries should be developed to their fullest extent before allowing 
foreigners to compete with them.
